This 
evinces the Prince's Right in receiving Taxes 
and Cuſtoms legally impoſed. 
Our Bleſſed Saviour choſe to pay the Tri- 
bute- money to the Tax-gatherers at the Ex- 
pence of a Miracle, rather than give Scan- 
dal, or but ſeem to diſpute Czſar's Title to it. 
How reaſonable is it that the Authority of 
Civil Governours ſhould be ſupported by a 
publick Purſe, and a due Recompence be 
made for their great Care and Induſtry? Nor 
is this the Maintenance of their Perſons a- 
lone, but it is the Safety and Credit of the 
Nation too.
